Nothing But a Loud-Smelling Memory

W a s h in g t o n , Aug. 28—All th at is 
left of the Fifty-Third congress is an 
odorous record. 
The full history of 
its shameful sale to the sugar trust is 
still to be w ritten, but the congress it- 
• self is ended. 
The adjournm ent was 
reached this afternoon, and everybody 
is willing to rest. 
It is even an­ 
nounced th a t the senate committee on 
rules 
will 
not 
sit 
during 
the 
recess. 
The 
tariff 
w ent 
inlo 
effect a t m idnight last n ig h t 
Presi­ 
dent Cleveland did not sign the act. 
I t becomes a law according to statute 
and w ithout his approvaL 
He did not 
even send a letter to congress explain­ 
ing the reasons for allowing the bill 
to become a law w ithout his direct 
sanction. 
W hat he did do was to 
w rite a private letter to Hon. T. G 
Catchings, from which the following 
extracts are taken. 
A fter declaring 
th a t there are provisions in the bill 
which it is impossible for him to ap­ 
prove the President goes on: 
“And yet, notw ithstanding all its 
vicissitudes and all the bad treatm ent 
it received a t the hands of pretended 
friends, it presents a vast improve* 
m ent to existing conditions. 
It will 
certainly lighten many tariff burdens 
th a t now rest heavily upon the peo­ 
ple. 
It is not only a barrier against 
the return of mad protection, but it 
furnishes a 
vantage 
ground from 
which m ast be waged further aggres- 
five 
operations 
against 
protected 
monopoly and governm ental favor­ 
itism. 
* T do not despair of the efforts made 
by the house of representatives to 
supplem ent the bill already passed by 
fu rth er legislation and to have en­ 
grafted upon it such modifications as 
will more nearly meet democratic 
hopes and aspirationa 
“I can’t be m istaken as to the ne­ 
cessity of • free raw m aterials as the 
foundation of r logical and sensible 
tariff reform. 
The extent to which 
this is recognized in the legislation al­ 
ready secured is one of its encouraging 
and redeeming features, but it is vexa­ 
tious to recall th at while free coal and 
iron ore have been denied, a letter 
of the secretary of the treasury dis 
closes the fact th at both m ight have 
been made free by the annual sur­ 
render of only $700, OOO of unnecessary 
revenue. 
* ‘I am sure th a t there is a common 
habit of underestim ating the im port­ 
ance of free raw m aterials in tariff 
legislation and of regarding them as 
only related to concessions to be made 
to our manufacturers. 
The tru th is, 
th eir influence is so far reaching th at 
if disregarded a complete and benefi­ 
cient scheme of tariff reform can not 
be successfully inaugurated. 
“W hen we give our m anufacturers 
free raw m aterials we unshackle Amer­ 
ican enterprise and ingenuity, and 
these will open the doors of foreign 
m arkets to the reception of our wares 
and give opportunity for the

tween the bill as it becomes a law, 
the bill as it passed the house and 
the present McKinley law. 
Mr. Wilson pointed out the diffi­ 
culty of resolving specific into ad 
valorem duties, and said the compar­ 
ison would be misleading.

The death of Con­ 
gressman Shaw was announced, a 
committee was appointed to attend 
the funeral, and the house adjourned.

Rev. D r. E a to n A d m on ish es L abor C om ­ 
m ission s —O pposes F orced A rb itration . 


Ch ic a g o , Aug. 28.—One of the sur­ 
prises of the labor investigation was 
sprung on the labor commission and 
fairly took away the breath of the 
members thereof, to say nothing of 
the crowd in the court room. 
It 
came in the person of Rev. Dr. Charles 
H. Eaton, pastor of the Church ol 
Paternity, in New York. 
Dr. Eaton was the last witness ex­ 
amined in the m orning session. 
He 
had been sitting on a table in the mid­ 
dle of the room all morning, listening 
to the proceedings and evidently wait­ 
ing to be called. 
At last his time 
came and he took the stand w ith evi­ 
dent satisfaction. 
People turned to 
one another and said: 
“Now the 
company is going to catch i t ” 
“Dr. Eaton,” said Chairman W right, 
“we understand you know something 
of the Pullm an strike. 
W hat can you 
tell the commission about it?” 
The doctor said th a t he had always 
been interested in the labor movement 
and had made a special study of it 
He came to Pullm an for the purpose 
of investigating the strike and the 
conditions of the people in the town. 
“I w ent into forty houses, said the 
reverend gentleman, “and I found no 
distress in the town to speak of. 
The 
workingmen told me they had no 
grievances a t all when they struck. ” 
“W ait a m inute,” interrupted Com­ 
missioner 
W orthington.

don’t 
think th a t is exactly germ ane to our 
inquiry. 
We w ant w hat you know, 
not w hat was told y o u ” 
The doctor said th at he didn’t be­ 
lieve in compulsory arbitration, be­ 
cause one of the parties to the con­ 
tract (the laboring men), having no 
property, could not be responsible.

W a s h in g t o n , August 2 8 —The vol­ 
ume of busijess transacted by the 
custom houses in New York and other 
sea ports today has been greater than 
the volume the past year. 
Secretary 
Carlisle’s instructions to collectors 6i 
customs are of great importance to 
importers of wool, especially, as they 
have been much exercised and have 
been in W ashington for several days 
to secure an official decision as to 
w hether wool, which yesterday was 
dutiable, would be free to-day if act­ 
ually imported aud only held in bond. 
The secretary’s decision is to 
the 
effect that the free list, as well as the 
other provisions of the act, goes into 
effect at once unless otherwise pro­ 
vided and th a t gooas in bond are sub­ 
ject to the new law. 
.Although, as stated, it is Secretary 
Carlisle’s purpose th at the intent of 
congress shall be followed, it is learned 
th at as to all questions of error in 
punctuation Secretary Carlisle will 
make no decisions or give any instruc­ 
tions to collectors until after actual 
cases have come before him on appeal 
from the decisions of the board of 
general appraisers as to w hether dia­ 
monds, seeds and certain other arti­ 
cles are by the term s of the bill on the 
dutiable or the free list. 
Collectors 
will, of course, w ithout any instruc­ 
tions, hold them to be dutiable in 
order to protect themselves, and im­ 
porters m ust go to law if they contest 
these rulings.

S om ething A bout th e 
Q ueer 
M exican 
P ro d u ctio n . 
On exhibition in the show windows 
of Smith’s Pharmacy are a number of 
seeds. 
Botanists call tnem carpocapsa 
saltpans, but most people not being 
particularly adapted to pronouncing 
difficult names, call them simply the 
jumping bean. 
The bean seed is tire 
product of a peculiar tree found in 
one state in Mexico. 
It is triangular 
in shnpe, having two fiat and one con­ 
vex surfaces. 
Each bean contains a 
small worm, eleven millimeters in 
length, and two in width. 
The most 
surprising thing (n connection with 
this bean is that there is no hole or 
other indication of the way the worm 
entered the shell. 
The diminutive 
worm seems content with being en­ 
closed in the shell and never cares to 
escape. 
If a hole is made in the 
bean it immediately sets about to re­ 
pair. 
Ths life of the worm is said to 
be about ten months. 
It is a very 
amusing spectacle to watch these seeds 
as they jump about with apparently 
no motive power whatever. 
No the­ 
ory has ever been advanced which sat­ 
isfactorily explains the mystery of the 
little bean, and one could not be more 
astonished at seeing the seeds of an 
apple jumping abont than to observe 
the movements of the little carpocapsa 
saltitans.
